DICENTRA SPECTABILIS 


DIGENTRA - Bleeding Heart 


One of the most useful plants for the spring garden, dicentra 
is noted for its beauty when grown in a shady spot, yet is out- 
standing for combining with such sun-lovers as peonies, or the 
early varieties of hemerocallis. For sheer grace, few plants can 
equal either of these beauties.
